Bat^for local aid we 
wonld have bad (hestf fwetity 
odd year,' p'lst only the five or 
six i:; uths common school, crowd 
cd into cheap and ouhealthy and 
inadeqaate qaarters. Oar "Rar- 
al Schools" must have consolida- 
tiou and concentration, real 
hnildings worthy of being the 
community centers, and corps of 
real teachern, with transporta- 
tion provided for children to aud 
from school. This cannot be 
without increased local taxation. 
The other alternative is to revert 
to the old plan of small, pauper 
districts, with few pupils, a low 
i^rade teacher and the kind of 
out-of date building and outfit, 
from which our Road started 
many years ago. Until the con- 
solidation plan prevails, witw- 
funds for buildings, maintenance 
and transportation, County 
Boards will have to du the best 
they can in aparsely aettled die- 
tricfe — and a very poor best it 
will be. Tiiere is no middle 
iirooud. lu mv County this year 
we divided a distriei oootaiuiug 
i9, pqn ire miles, 7 miK-s one way 
aud 6 the • -iier, iu which were 
children ts old as eleven years, 
who Jiiid never seen inside a 
scl o/)l house, becaope the dis- 
trict school wrt'i< seven mi left from 
them as the crow- li^<:, on the 
turther edge of the district aud 
water intervened.
